AS TO OATS. 

The Northwest government depart- 
ment af agriculture is to be highly com- 
plimented on prompt action ip opening 
up the questian of a market for Al- 
perta oats. Evidently there is a very 
fair prospect of a market in Austra- 
lia, and a possibility of a market in 
South Africa. Our position is particu- 
larly advantageous regarding Austra- 
lia. There is a direct steamship line 
from Vancouver our nearest ocean 
port, and North Alberta, is hun- 
dreds of miles the nearest producing 
for export point to that port. But 
there are others who have surplus oats 
and are looking for a market. And if 
something definiic is not done and 
done quickly to make ths necessary 
business connection which will place 
Alberta oats o2 the Australian ,ar- 
ket other business couneciions will be 
established and we will be crowded to 
one side. We have always been anxious 
to secure an outlet by way ef Vancou- 
ver. The Vancouver people are wak- 
ing upon the same sugject, Now if 
ever is the time ta make a start, But 
the start will have to be made right 
here and by ourselves. The business 
men at each shipping point should get 
together at once and decide upon some 
line of action. Samples hive to 
secured, agencies have to be established, 
shipping facilities hive to be secured 
at Vancouver. ri 


There is a world ot 
work to be done and it will not do(it- 
self nor will anyone else do it for us. 
We had a taste last winter of what 
we may always expect from our Wircai- 
peg friends and the sooner we are Up 
and doing “or ourselves the better. 

Regarding South Africa, we are in 
a much less favorable position than last 
year. Then we had practically the only 
surplus of really good oats inh the 
worid. And although we were at the 
far end those who wanted theny had 
to come after them, with prices. Now, 
however, the demand is not so urgent 
or so great and there are millions of 
bushels of oats available for export to 
South Africa situated bundreds and 
possibly thousands of miles nearer_the 
direct steamship line ryns. The only 
chance we have in South Africa is op 
the superior quality of our oats for 
seed. All reports agree that we have 
a specially fine sampls this year. This 
might secure u3 a preference that we 
would rot zet otherwise. There is 
enough in the prospective market in 
South Africa to warrant its being look- 
ed after but the opening in Australia 
is the or*® that requires earnest, un- 
divided ar:i immediate atlentiou, or 
others w''ti occupy the ground. Already 
the prices quoted and the attitude o% 
the deiters here and in Winnipeg cun- 
veys 2 warning that should be heeded 
and heeded at once.

AS IT APPEARS TO 
LOYAL SOUTH AFRICANS 


The Bulletin is indebted to Lawrence 
Adamson, formerly of Fort Siskat- 
chewan, 2nd more recently of ihe C. 
M. R. in Seuth Africa, fpr a copy of 
the Cape Times of August 2nd. The 
Times is evidently not very favorably 
impressed with the peace term which 
have been accorded the hostiles, and 
as expressing loyalist ‘sentiment ino 
Souta Africa the following from the 
leading axticle may be of interest. In- 
cidenta'ly it may be mentioned that 
loyalist South Africa, put 52,000 men in 
the field, who rendered the empire mort 
distingwished and valuable wervice at 
great. cost of life, limb and property, 
and therefore the opiniou wf ioyalist 
South Africa is entitled to the fuilest 
consideration in any adjustments that 
may be made or contemplated there. 
How much it is receiving may! be judg- 
ed from this ariicle, which deals wi'h 
the resumption o7 constitutional gov- 


ernment; ia Sone Si ote 
“Surely no gne can doubt that 
if a Lerd Durham could be 


sent out as Imperial commissioner 
to South fArica at this momant, the 
course he would not adopt would -be 
to! throw back this province en the 
very morrow of a widespread rebel- 
lion, directed against British supre- 
macy, into the storm and siress of 
party warfare. Nor can we con- 
ceive of any wise administrator of 
the succession of Sir George Grey or 
Sir Bartle Frere adopting any such 
policy. We would point out that 
the coyrses open to Lord Durham in 
Lower Canada are not open to us.

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“‘OUR TERRITORIAL LANDS * 
The Bulletin has received in neat 
pamphlet form an address delivered by 
Chas. A. Stuart, barrister, of Calgary, 
to the Young Liberals of that city en- 
titled, “Our Territorial Lamis—~g brief 
statement of the case for Provincial 
Control of the Crown Domiuin,” ‘fhe 
address covers eleven pages, and the 
pamphlet is the work 0° ihe Albertan 
press. The address is a carefully pre- 
sented and closely reasoned argument 
in favor of control by the prospective 
province of the Northwest, of the pub- 
lic lands remaining at the time of the 
formation of the province. it is im- 
possible to reproduce the address ia full 
but it is safe to say that it will play 
an important part in the negotiations 
regarding provincial establishment 
which must take place between, the Ter- 
ritorial and federal ggvernments. Mr. 
Stuart sums up his casqas follews{ 


Any argument in favor of the right 
oi the federal government to ties ic 
permanent conirol of crown 
lands can, if what { have said is true, 
rest analy on an entire misconception 
and misunderstanding of ihe true po- 
sition of the iederal government with 
relation io these Territories. if what 
I have said is true, it is a complete 
mistake for the federal government 
to look upon the crown lands. of these 
Territories as a piece of property, of 
their own, as a peculiar treasure, as a 
precious possession to be disposed of 
as they please, It is true they speni 
a little money in getting possession of 
them and considerable more in © gow 
erning the settlers who have come to 
dwell upon them, But the Imperial 
government speni millions of treasure 
and thousands of lives in acquiring 
the soil of Easierm Canada and the 
taxpayers of Great Britain are pay- 
ing interest on that money to-day, and 
yet Great Britain does not for that 
reasgn assert ths right. ta ownk and 
control the soil of Eastern Canada or 
of any part of British North America. 
And remember Cuapadians pay no 
share of the expenditure by which 
Great Britain acquired their soil and 
governed their country in early days 
while we in the Territories are pay- 
ing our full share of the money spent 
by the federal government upon us. 

My whole contention, then, on this 
third proposition, is simply this, that 
the arrangement of 1868 by which the 
Territories were united with 
the Dominion owas a_ opwrely 
provisional scheme by which the im- 
perial government stepped out of the 
way and entrusted the government to 
the Dominion authbori‘ies pending the 
gradual development o*° what was 
practically a new British colony 
through the period of its infancy to 
fyll provincial powers; that any at- 
tempt by the Dominion government 
to dea! with this colony! otherwise 
than the Imperial government would 
have dealt with it, otherwise than 
the Imperial government did deal with 
the eastern provinces, would be 
a failure to fulfil ths trust imposed 
upon them and would be a long de- 
scant from the noble and generous 
example of the Mother Cowstry..

More thae three years have #laps- 
ed since the -esizblishment of the 
Deukbobors on the prairies gf? Can-

During this time they have not 
occupied themselves very much with 
their spiritual culture, Dut they have 
striven harder to live by laboriously 
earning their daily bread. 

Before attaining much success in 
material things the more progressive 
among them manifested discontent 
with respect to their spirityal cul- 
ture. and of the degree of perfection 
attained towards having the spirit 
rele over the flesh. f 

They exerted. themselves more and 
more as they say, to ‘revive the 
Christ in them,’ and destroy the 
throne of Satan established in hy- 
man hearts. Ls 

These progressive individyals were 
joined. by a limited number of their 
countrymen, but finally almost the 
whole community of Doukhobors took 
the road to moral perfection as_ it 


presented itself to their intelli- 
gence. D st 4 
While in Ryssia they had decided 


to cease using meat, liquor and to- 
bacco, and when they arrived in 
Canada, they began to  carefuliy 
weigh their actions and they  per- 
ceived that neither the ox non the 
horse could be utilized without a 
whip, bridle, bit, shoes, harness and 
other instruments, with which to 
master the animils, or without de- 
ceit, as for instances the temptation 
of the animal by means of vats and 
salt. They noticed also that in or- 
der to obtain milk frem the cow, and 
goat, it was necessary io use a stock 
to keep away the calf and kid, and 
then nourish the latter with waste 
(skini milk), which is disagreeable, 
compared with rew and nutritious 
milk. ‘Ese 

As the commarndmenis 9° Christ 
and also o? the Tulmad, Conducius, 
etc, recommend that above all 
things men should not do untqd oth- 
ers wha* they woyld not havg  oth- 
ers do unto them, who among us, 
say the Doukhobors would like to 
see his child chased away from the 
breast of its mother? Why then is 
it that we do not let all other little 
ones, suckle their mothers and drink 
at will? Likewise it would be just 
as extremely disagreeable to us if 
some one much stronger than we 


obiiged us by force, by traud or by 
temptation, or by instruments. of 
servitude to work fur him. Hence 


we should conclude that practice is 
no more agreeable to the dumb 
beast, which groans ynder the yoke 


and which labors in search of its 
most unhappy exisience, in the Jhope 
of finding a deliverence from its 


bondage (Romans, VIII, 19-13.) 
Knowing and understanding 
the Douykohobors for the mast 
decided to deliver the beast from 
burden, to give an example to oth- 
er men, At the present time many 
of their villages are without cattle, 
horses or sheep, and when people 
myst go or a journey they 
make it on foot, even for a distance 
of fifty miles, as, for instance, when 
going to Yorkton, ithe nearest town 
for many oo the settlers. When 
plowing is to be done they harness 
themselves to the plew and so on. 
Other individyals as well as the 
Doukhobors have tried the harness 
and they found that it was not. dif- 
ficult jo work thus and earn their 
living among themselves, and not by

The animals liberated by the 
Doyukhobors ara assembled in two 
places. eumbering about 500. To 
look aiter these animals two young 
shepherds have been <hosen, one ot 
whom. Brokaviy Pogojer, following 
the example of Christ’s fasting, has 
neither drank nor eaten anything 
for 43 days. Some tims ago the 


Doukhobors asked the Cangdian gov- 
ernment by special communicatiog 
to kindly inform them where they 
could fisd a warm country: where 
they could send their animals to 
browse ard forage during the win- 
ter, and tiius live without the aid of 
man. evra | 
Seeing that the government did 
not comply with their request, the 
Doukhobors have slready commenced 
to march their cattle, horses ard 
sheep towards the south.
